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INTRODUCTION 


The Australian Bureau of Statistics is ¢.z official statistical organisation for the Commonwealth 
and State Governments. Its main function is to collect statistical information from a wide var- 
iety of social and economic areas, to compile statistics and disseminate them to interested users 
within the Government, the private sector and the community in general. 


How to use this catalogue 


This ABS catalogue contains publications released by ABS State offices and the Central 
Office in Canberra. The catalogue is divided into two parts—A and B. 


Part A lists all publications in numerical order except that within each subject group the 
Central Office entries precede the State Office entries (see description of numbering system 
below). Most publications issued by Central Office contain particulars for each State and Terri- 
tory as components of Australian totals. 


Part B contains a detailed subject index of all publications in alphabetical order. If you are 
interested in a particular subject aiea, e.g. overseas trade, employment, etc. you will find it con- 
venient to identify the range of publications from the list of subject groupings on pages iii-v and 
therefore to all publications within that subject. If you have specific interest, e.g. the production 
of butter and cheese, industrial disputes, etc. check the detailed subject index beginning on 
page 127. 


The ABS catalogue numbering system 
The system consists of a five digit code (e.g. 5413.0). 


The first two digits define the subject by nine broad areas (e.g. 5 represents national 
accounts, balance of payments and foreign investment, overseas trade, public finance, private 
finance) divided into nine more precise sub-divisions (e.g. 54 is overseas trade). 


The third and fourth digits are the permanent serial numbers allocated to publications 
within categories formed by the first two digits. An allotted number will remain unchanged 
provided the contents of a publication remain essentially the same. 


Numbers are allotted sequentially as new publications are released. 
The fifth digit, after the full stop, relates to the office of ABS which issues the publication. 
The codes for each issuing office are: 


0 Central Office (Canberra) 
1 New South Wales 

2 Victoria 

3 Queensland 

4 South Australia 

5 Western Australia 

6 Tasmania 

7 Northern Territory 


Within each subject group, all Central Office entries precede the State office entries. 


How to order publications 


Currently the ABS publishes a total of about 700 individual statistical titles each year. At 
present approximately 610 of these are free and about 90 are for sale. As new publications are 
released frequently, users can keep up-to-date on new as well as current releases by obtaining a 
monthly statement of publications which is called Publications Issued in (name of the month) 
Catalogue No. (1102.0), available free by phoning Canberra (062) 52 6627 or the nearest 
State Office or by writing to Information Services, Australian Bureau of Statistics, P.O. Box 10, 
Belconnen, A.C.T. 616. New and current releases are also listed in a Publications Advice 
(1105.0) issued twize weekly by the ABS. Each Publications Advice is available free on request 
and gives the titles of all ABS publications issued on that day and those expected to be released 
during the following four days.

Users of Central Office 
publications who are already receiving regular issues of ABS publications and wish to add other 
publications to their mailing lists, should quote the ABS reference number when forwarding 
their order form. The reference number is shown on the address label of each publication 
despatched from ABS Canberra.

This volume 
also describes in some detail the nature, purpose and principles of the classification, the con- 
cepts of the statistical units being classified and the methods and criteria for classifying them. 

The 1978 Edition of the ASIC replaces the 1969 Preliminary Edition.

A guide for medica! practitioners in completing medical certificates for cause of death. 


1206.0 Classification and Classified List of Occupations 
Five-yearly, first issue: June 1961; latest issue: June 1976; \65pp 

Designed primarily for use in classifying occupation descriptions recorded on census sched- 
ules, the Australian Classification of Occupations has been adapted from the International 
Standard Classification of Occupations issued by the Internationa! Labour Office. It contains 11 
major groups, 73 minor groups and 395 occupation codes. 


1207.0 Australian Standard Commodity Classification, Part 1-Introduction, Summary 
Classification and Commodity Keys

The ASCC is designed to facilitate the compilation of comparable Australian Commodity 
Statistics of imports, exports and domestic production. It provides a standard classification in 
which the items of the existing separate classfications of imported, exported and home 
produced commodities originating in manufacturing industries are contained and related in an 
industrial origin structure.

Material is presented in chapters dealing with: land settlement; demography; health services; 
welfare services; education; culture, recreation and gambling; law, order and public safety; 
labour, wages and prices; physical development (water resources and irrigation, roads and 
bridges, housing and building); transport and communication; agriculture, forestry and 
fisheries; mining and secondary production; commerce; public finance; private finance. Con- 
tains also descriptive material dealing with New South Wales’ geography and climate, and 
constitution and government together with a chronological table of important events since 
1920.
